George IL], and Adelaide and William 
IV. Lady Jane Grey had the melan- 
choly distinction of being the only un- 
crowned queen regnant of England, 
She signed the accession proclamation 
July 10, 1563, reigned ten days and 
was beheaded by order of Mary, after 
seven months’ imprisonment.

CATTLEMEN AND “NESTERS” IN 
NEBRASKA CLASH, 


New Homestcad Laws in Western 
Part of State Bring About Hos- 
tility Which Settlers Fear Will 
End in Bloodshed—Governor Ap- 
posed to for Protecton.

LINCOLN (Neb.) April 
sive Dispatch.] The war between the 
ranchmen and cattlemen in the “cow 
country” of western Nebraska has 
reached the stage where appeals have 
been made by the homesteaders to 
Gov. Aldrich and Atty.-Gen. Martin 
for protection from the catUle owners. 
The homesteaders assert that property 
is being destroyed and the lives of 
themselves and their families are in 
peril. 

The present clashes, which are seri- 
ous, but thus far without loss of life, 
are a revival of the warfare between 
‘the estockmen with herds running in- 
to the thousands, and the @mall farm- 
ers. In years past this warfare re- 
sulted in bloodshed and destruction of 
property; every man went armed, and 
each was 4 law unto himself. For a 
considerable period comparative peace 
has existed, but in the last few years 
laws enacted at Washington have 
worked, it is said, to the disadvantage 
of the stockmen. 

Particularly obnoxious to them Is the 
Kinkaid homestead law, which per- 
mite settlers to homestead on a sec- 
tion of land—4640 acres instead of the 
former limit of 160 acres—in a certain 
district of the State. These larger 
homesteads have cut down the grazing 
area of the cattlemen. 

From Sioux county the warfare has 
spread to the newly organized county 
of Garden, a sparsely settied section 
south and east of the original out- 
break. Here, according to reports 
made to the Attorney-General this 
week, the clashes are frequent and 
bloodshed is sure to come if something 
is not done.

SHAPE OF THE EARTH-— 


A Canadian Professor Says It. Was 

Once a Three-sided Top, With & 

Fiat Head. 

The earth once was the shape of @ 
three-sided, flat-headed top and went 
spinning through the heavens as a gi- 
gantic tetrahedron, accordirg to Pro- 
fessor Otto Klotz of the Dominion ob- 
vrervatory, writing in the Journal of the 
Royal Astronomical Society of Canada. 

The shape was assumed just atter the 
globe had taken on a more solid form. 
Under the tendency of contraction the 
stresses and strains followed the lines 
of least resistance. The tetrahedron is 
one of the regular geometrical solids 
which has the least volume for a given 
surface. As a tetrahedron the planet! 
had four corners, six edges and four 
surfaces, the edges manifesting them- 
Selves as mountains and the surfaces 
as depressions, and hence oceans. 

“We know,” says Profesor Klotz, 
“that the south pole is surrounded by 
land, which corresponds 4&3 an apex of 
the tetrahedron, while oppoe'te to it is 
a surface equivalent to a depression, or 
ocean. In the tetrahedron every corner 
has a surface opposite it, so that for 
the earth this would Mean that land 
and water are antipodal, which is fairly 
well represented In the actual con- 
ditions. Another result ld be that 
the land masses would be broad inthe 
northern hemisphere and taper toward 
the south. 

“Inversely, the oceans should con- 
tract toward the south, @ condition 
ivy well borne out. The North Polar 
Sea being re ted by a surface of 
the tetra 1 figure and the South 


that the flattening of the earth in the 
southern hemisphere would be less than 
in the northern and, furthermore, that 
the force of gravity would increase 
lees rapidly toward the south pole than 
toward the north pole. Both these con- 
siderations have been comlirmed by 
geodetic and pendulum observations.” 
Answering the question as to how 
life first got on the arth, Professor 
Klotz asserts it probably was pushed 
here from some other part of the uni- 
verse, by light pressure. | : 
“A force, though very amall in ¥ 
nitude, hag been discovered in light, 
known as light pressure, which oper- 
ates in opposition to gravity,” he says. 
“When particles of spherical form are 
réduced to a diameter of a sixth of a’ 
micron, which ig equivalent toe 1-150, 
000 of an inch, light pressure will push 
such a particle into space. The spores 
of some bacteria are of this order of 
minutenessa.

Census Returns for Immigrant and 


{Special ‘of The Times.) 

WASHINGTON, (D.C.) April 20.— 
From information coiljected by the 
Census Bureau, on the population 
schedules of the Twelfth United 
States Census in 1900, Dr. J. A. Hill, 
chief statistician of the Division of Re- 
vision and Results of the Census 
Bureau, has prepared for the Immigra- 
tion Commission a report on the Fe- 
cundity of Immigrant Women, in a 
published abstract of which the con- 
clusions are drawn that fecundity is 
much greater among the married white 
women of foreign parentage than 
among the married native American 
women of native parentage; that it is 
usually greater in the first generation 
of foreign stock than in the second; 
and that it is en the whole greater 
in rural districts than in cities. It is 
shown, also, that a high percentage of 
childlessness prev married 


The sections of the |United States 
selected for this study, were the State 
of Rhode Island, the city of Cléveland 
©. and forty-eight largely rural coun- 
ties in Ohio; the city of Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, and twenty-one largely 
rural counties in Minbesota. Rhode 
Island is a compact eastern State, with 
a population largely urban aad manu- 
facturing in character. Ohlo and 
Minnesota are middje-western type. 
Cleveland and Minneapolis present ur 
ban and manufacturing gonditions, and 
the selected counties in each State 
rural and agricultural conditions.

Lippincott, an American writer of 


some ability. But the Grace who will 
always be remembered is Grace Dar- 


ling, the brave life-saver of E a. 
Grace Darling was born in 1815, 


the daughter of a lighthouse keeper on 
one of the Farne Islands. On Septem- 
ber 7, 1838, she and her father sight- 
ed a foundered steamer on the rocks, 


beating itself to pieces in the heavy 


sea and the storming wind. The old 


father, with the wisdom of many pest 


experiences, hesitated about risking his 


life. But the girl urged him on, and 
finally the two set out for the wreck 


in a little boat. 


When Grace and her father reached 
the wreck, only nine men remained of 


the sixty-three who had been there, 
and tife brave old man and the daunt- 


lees girl rescued these nime and car- 
ried them to the lighthouse in safety. 
Fame probably never came more 


quickly than it came to Grace Darling. 


News, of her feat was carried from end 
to end of the earth, and from every- 


where came commendations of her 


bravery. A purse of about four thous- 


and dollars was sent to her, poems 


were written in her honor, and people 
came from far away to see her. 


Through all the excitement Grace 


Darling remained quietly at the light- 
house, helping her father trim his 
lamps and watching for another 
chance to show her bravery. She died 
a few years later. 

Mildred is an old Anglo-Saxon name, 
and means mildly strict. There were 


several other names of mildness, but 


Mildred is the only one which has en- 
dured. One of its earliest bearers was 


Mildred, or Mildryth, as the name used 


to be, daughter of the old King Mero- 
wald of Mercia. His other two 
daughters bore other names of mild- 
ness then as popular as Mildred. They 
were Milburga, the mild pledge, and 
Mildgyth, the mild gift. All three 
daughters became nuns, and Mildred 
and Milburga were canonized, so that 
modern Mildreds have a patron saint. 
She was the first abbess of the mon- 


_astery of Ministre, and she was noted, 


as one of the name should be, for her 
mildness and goodness. 

A modern bearer of this name was 
Lady Mildred Burleigh, who was born 
at Milton, England, in 1526. She, too, 
was noted for her goodness. She mar- 
ried Sir William Cecil, Lord Burleigh, 
privy councillor to Queen Elizabeth. 
Lord and Lady Burleigh lived. very 
happily together, and Lady Burleigh 
helped her husband in much of his 
rather arduous work. She died in 
1589, and after her death Lord Bur- 
leigh wrote some “Meditations” on his 
loss, which throw some light on his 
gentile wife's life. 

“Four times in the year,” he wrote, 
“she sent, secretly, to all the prisons in 
London money to buy bread. cheese 
and beer for 400 persons.” He also 
tells us that she gave liberally, often 
without even telling him. She sent

They were homored by the church on 
the third day after Christmas, and in 
the early part of the fifth century one 
of the popes became Inpocent I. He 
was a man of deep piety, and was 
canonized.

From 1198 to 1216 Pope Innocent 
III occupied the papal thair, and in 
his pontificate the power of the papacy 
reached its greatest strength. In- 
nocent XIII, who died inj 1724, was the 
last pope of the name. ~

origin to distant days, Faith and

Patience, Prudence, Modesty, Tem- 
perance and Accepted are all names of 
latin origin. 

An interesting bearer of one of these 
names in modern times is Sir Patience 
Ward, who was born in England in 
1629. Now, Patience is correctly a 
girl's name; but so disappointed was 
the father of Patience when a son in- 
stead of a daughter was born to him, 
that he gave the child a girl's name. 

Patience’s father died when the bey 
was 7 years old, and his mother 
educated him for the church. But 
Patience became interested in mercan- 
tile life, and was therefore apprenticed 
to a merchant tailor for eight years. 
Later, after his he set up in 
business for himself in Poultney’s Inn, 
London. 

Patience rose rapidly, not only in the 
world of business, but in the world of 
affairs. He was made sheriff on Mid- 
summer's Day, 1670, and ten years 
later was elected Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don. In the meantime he was knight- 
ed by the king, James IJ]. Thus a man 
bere 2 woman's name to fame. 

Increase might be called a name of 
virtue: certainly it was so considered 
among the Greeks, who called one of 
the Graces, or Charities, Increase. In 
this country the name gained fame as 
the name of the famous New England 
clergyman, Increase Mather, elected 
president of Harvard College in 1685, 
and father of an’ equally famous son, 
another New England divine, Cotton 
Mather.

Los Angeles Woman As an 
Imitator of Nature.

“Novel Industry. — 


Opportunity Opens Door to 
. Nimble-Fingered Sea.

In a comparatively quiet streét of 
Los Angeles, though oy a few blocks 
from its teeming business center, 
lives and works a dear little woman 
whose fingers fashion imitations of 
beautiful winged. creatures, so that 
men may catch fish with them. Ele- 
gant indeed are these large files, 
dreased in the garbs of other things 
once alive. Even as mankind robes 
itself in furs, feathers and silks, #0 
are these splendid insect-baits 
adorned with the feathers of every 
known bird, the furs of many animals 
and with a product of the silk-worm 
issuing from their heads. 

A visit to Mra. Frances Brown wae 
repaid by a emiling acquiescence -on 
her part te give any information de- 
sired of her dainty work, although the 
interview took just so much time from 
her busy day. Her father, long the 
only maker of these flies in this part 
of the world, began to teach her his 
art when she was only 12 years of 
age, and for many years after he quit 
making them his daughter was the 
sole one to actively supply the trade, 
although his wife could form them 
too, and does so yet, in Long Island, 
N. ¥. When asked whether she is the 
only person in this work now in Call- 
fornia Mrs. Brown answered that late- 
ly she has heard there are two women 


lim San Francisco who are in it, but 


how skiliful they are che cannot say. 
A mere glance at the pretty little 
flies will convince an observer that to 
make therth so perfect requires a very 
high order of dexterity as well as 
patience. Though they prove an art- 
ist has produced them, their creator ts 
singularly free from vanity, and only 
laughs at the idea of being lauded for 
her every-day occupation. She dis- 
played quite a number of the insects, 
all of which are faithfully copied 
from real life. In fact, often the very 
months in which special flies swarm 
at certain localities have to be taken 
into consideration, such insects pro- 
vid. ' and no others, if his lordship, 
the fis! ts expected to bite. The cruel, 
sharp hook protrudes from the back 
of the body, but, in keeping with afl 
the rest of the midget paraphernalia, 
appears as picturesque as any other 
rt.

THE WAY HOW. 

First waxed silk is wound around 
the upper part of the hook; then the 
gray-white silkworm “gut” must be 
wound very tightly or the fish in ite 
struggles to escape will break loose 
and carry away the hook and fy, 
leaving nothing but the gut on the 
line. It is here that many learners 
fall, they do not wind tight enough 
and their teacher has to test the Gy, 
often after it is completed, by pulling 
hard on the gut to see whether it is 
sufficiently strong; if not, then that 
fiy is of no use. Next come the tip- 
ping and ribbing of tinsela, which 
process gives the insect some of its 
shiny appearance. The tails are then 
made, before the body. The body 
itself is constructed of various colors 
and materials, according te the kind 
of fiy desired, chenille, floes, all kinds 
of fur, wool, ete. After that the 
hackles, long fine hairs bristling out 
from the neck. Then the wings, made 
from every Kind of feather, are 
mounted, and beautiful indeed are 
some of them, especially the brown 
and gray mottled ones, and it seems a 
pity to destroy such lovely little crea- 
tures. Last of all comes the bit of 
varnish, for the tiny head made of 
the looped extreme upper part of the 
hook. This completes the work that 
suggests the use of a microscope, but 
Mrs. Brown uses none and she de- 
clares that she has never felt the 
least strain on her eyes from her ém- 
ployment. 

The very names of these all but 
living things are unique. Here are & 
few of them:, Black knat, coachman, 
royal coachman, professor, brown 
hackle, red hackle, black hackle, ¢o- 
hill, . grizzly king, wWickhan fancy, 
queen of waters, king of waters. The 
grizaly king ie a beauty, with his shin- 
ing light-green body banded in brown, 
scariet tail curving up sauctly, beau- 
tiful graceful wings of minutely cross- 
striped black and white, whieh re- 
minds one of a guinea fowl, and his 
spreading black and white hackles. 
The brown hackle is of that color in 
everything but ite body, which ts 
ealled “peacock-body” and really has 
all the colors of the peacock on tts 
tiny form. Wickhan fancy has & gor- 
geous gold body, wings striped length- 
wise in brownish,gray and brown 
hackles. Queen of waters has an or- 
ange body, in other respects she re- 
sembies the wickhan.

LAW NOTES. . 


Senator Elihu Root, tn his address 
before the New York State Bar Asso- 
ciation, last January, on the need of 
reform in our procedure to adjudicate 
our rights befor®@ coutjs, expressed the 
epinion that the fewer statutory pro- 
visions on the subject in our codes, 
hampering by technical requirements | 
the pathway of the syltor, the better; 
and that the mere improvement of the 
Code of Procedure willl not answer the 
purpose of reform, but that we need 
thorough and radical change. He 
pointed out that the original code of 
Civil Procedure in Kis State (New 
York) originally contained 391 sections, 
whereas the present céde contains 
most of them dealing with 
the most minute details. He recom- 
mends the sweeping from our statute 
books of the whole mass of detailed 
provisions concerning procedure, and 
substituting a simple practice act con- 
taining the necessary, fundamental 
rules of procedure, leaving all the rest 
to the rules of court. He refers to the 
condition of England pricr to their 
Judicature Act of 1973, which gave to 
the people the pfinciple of simplicity 
in litigation, which she is ever since 
endeavor to maintain and strength- 
en. He points out that our system of 
covering every minute detail, with 
legislation appropriate to every con- 
celvable case, is to create a vast pum- 
ber of statutory rights whith the 
courts are bound to respect because 
they are the law, and which suitors are 
entitled to demand. They sometimes 
lead to justice: in others obstruct it, 
and the courts oftentimes cannot apply 
the rule of justice because they must 
apply the law. “The present system 
tends to breed a class of code lawyers, 
acute and subtle, practitioners skiliful 
in baffling the efforts of honest men 
seeking to get their rights, and with 
ne conception whatever of the princi- 
ples of jurisprudence or of the high 
duty of the advocate.” Justice is 
thereby tangled in a.."“net of form.” 
The Senator refers to the early period

GLOBE (Ariz.) April 28.—The Mi- 
ami works now are running a close 
seccnd to the Old Dominion in point 
of importance in this dietrict. _Near- 
ly 600 men are employed and about 
590 tons of ore a day are handled 
in the two units now in operation 
in the new concentrating mill.

ANSWER: (1.) To find the specific 
gravity of a substance divi.,de its 
pweight in air by the difference between 
its weight in air and weight in water. 

Let us suppose, that we now weigh 
a substance on the balance, and its 
weight is six grains: then we tie a 
strand of horse-tail or silk thread 
around the specimen, attach one end 
of the thread to the right side beam of 
the balance and immerse the sample 
end © fthe thread in a glass filled two- | 
thirds with water. We now weigh | 
again and the result shows four grains. 

We now deduct four from six and 
obtain two. The difference in weights 
being two, which we divide into the 
weight in air which ts six. Therefore 
the sp. gr.. of the substance is three. 

“If the substance is lighter than water 
sink it by a heavier substance and de- 
duct the weight of the heavier sub- 
stance.” 

(2.) Assay-ton is the name given to 
a weight of 29.166 grams, which ts 
1-100th of the number of troy ounces 
in a ton of 2000 pounds. If a sample 
of 1 assay ton is taken and the re-/| 
sulting bead weighed in milligrammes 
each milligramme represents 1 Ounce | 
per ton. Should it be required to 
weigh pulp in grams, the following | 
principle will be found useful: 26,166 ; 
oz. troy is equivalent to 1 ton. The | 
value of 1 oz. pure gold is $20.67. 
Therefore, 29,166 oz., or 1 ton, eqvals | 
$602,851. If 100 gem. is taken for a 
sample, and the bead weighed in milli- | 
.sTammes, then from- the proportion, 
1 mg. equals 100,000 mg. (100° gm.) 
—J; $602,861, each milligramme rep- 
resents $6 per ton.

(3.) In weighing diamonds, pearls | 
and other jewels, the unit employed is 
the carat, which is equal to 3.185 
troy grains. 

Carat is used also to express the 
fineness of gold, and means one twen- 
ty-fourth part. 

Gold that is 18 carats fine ts 18-2 4ths 
gold and 6-24ths alloy.

This one dispute, says the 
New: York State Commissioner of 
Labor, included more workmen and a 
far greater aggregate of days wakes 
lost (four times,) than all the dis- 
putes of 1909. For the past three 
years, clothing has headed the list in 
New York City, for the number of 
work people involved in strikes and 
the working days’ wages lost. 

It is known that the barbers of New 
York are preparing’ to strike to en- 
force 4 demand for both shorter hours 
and higher wages. 

Fancy leather workers, who 
gala to number 15,000 in New 
want a 235 per cent. increase in wages, 
a nine-hour work day, recognition of 
the union and sanitary work shops, 
and their representatives say they will 
strike on June 15, if their demands 
are not granted. 

A etrike for an eight-hour day has 
been scheduled fer May 1, by the 
machinists of New York and Hudson 
county, New Jersey, but as the em- 
Ployers in the metal trades say work 
ie slack and many men are of neces- 
Sity already idle there may not be 
serious trouble. 

Conditions are not favorable for en- 
forcement of demands for higher 
wages, says the Albany, N. Y. Journal. 
Activity in the industries leaves much 
to be desired. The tariff-tinkering 
of the Democrats in the House acts 
as restraint upon enterprise. Also, 
the recession of prices of_many com- 
meéditics makes wage advances at this 
time logically impossible. Until there 
ie @ Gecided (very decided) revival of 
industrial and commercial activity. the 
common sense of wage workers will 
(7 should) tell them that the wisest 
course for them is to et well cnough 
alone afd hope that it will remain 
“well enough.” 

In his 1919 report, the New York 
State Commissioner of Labor, John 
Wiliams, says. “At no time in the 
history of our railroads have the gen- 
eral relations between the railroads 
and their employees been more har- 
monious and satisfactory to each other 
than the present.” That is an en- 
couraging statement for both parties, 
more particularily as the 246 strikes 
that did occur in 1910 in New York 
State (chiefly New York City) cost 
the 170,400 strikers the loss (year 
ended September 36. 1910) ef no less 
than 5,595,384 days’ wages—about 
$11,000,000. 

Against this satisfactory statement 
expected strike of the furniture work. 
comes word, April 19. that the long- 
ers of Grand Rapids, Mich., was of- 
ficially declared at that’ 
morning, and that the unlon men in 
sixty factories walked out. Between 
six and seven thousand organized 
workers, including varnishers and 
finishers, as well as cabinet-makers, 
carvers and woodworkers, quit. Some 
three thousand other workers, who 
are not unionized, are affected by 
the strike. The men ask a 10 per cent. 
increase in wages, a nine-hour day 
and the abolition of piece work. This 
last demand is probably for the usual 
union purpose of keeping ail labor 
down to the level of the poorest union 
level rather than that any man. who 
is able and willing to do more work 
than another is able and willing (par- 
ticulariy the latter) to do, shall earn 
the larger volume of wages that his 
larger volume of work done entities 
him to. Such a practice is destruct- 
ive of right as between man and 
man.

PROVES COSTLY.

MILLIONS OF DOLLARS LOST BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


| Cennot Compete With Private 
Shipyards im Building Warships. 
itlenta Dullders’ De- 
clares for a Ninc-Hour De As a 
| Proper Day's Work. 
The eight-hour day for government 
establishments, which Congress en- 


acted in response to the demands of 
organized labor, is proving an expen- 
sive thing for the taxpayers of the 
country. In a recent address in New 
York, Secretary of the Navy Meyer 
quoted as an illustration ef what the 
law is costing, the difference in cost 
between the Florida, now building at 
the New York navy yard, where the 
eight-hour law ie effective, and the 
Utah, a sister ship, daunched  eix 
months ago at a private navy yard in 
Camden. The Florida, he said, would 


cost $6,400,000, or $2,450,000 more 
than the ship built at the private 
yard. 

“It is interesting to note also what 
a detriment it would be 


to the re- 


yards are to be driven to an ecight- 
hour basis just at the moment ‘when / 
our shipyards are successfully com- | 
péting with the ship-building organi- 
zations of the great maritime nha- 
tions,” he said. “We know that if 
the vessels of the building progfamme 
recommended hy the President were’ 
to be built im the government navy 
yards it would cost about $20,775,- 
000, whereas, if built under present 
conditions of labor in the private 
shipyards, without restrictions by an 
eight-hour law, there would be a 
saving of about five and a’ quarter 
millions of dollars. 

“The battieship Arkansas, which 
was launched last month at Camden,

N. J., wus constructed and launched 
at @ cost of four and one-half mil- 
lions, or one and one-half milliong 
leas than the limit of cost fixed by 
Congress. The Florida, buiidieg at 
the New York navy yard, will cost

$2,450, 00. 

“In the case of the new Texas, a 
thousand tons larger than the Arkan- 
sas, with the eight-hour provision, 
the department was obliged to accept 
the one offer of $5,830,000. an ad- 
vance in price over that for the Ar- 
kansas of $1,750,000, although the 
size had only increased a thousand 
tons. It is estimated that the sister 
ship of the new Texas, to be called the 
New York, which Congress provided 
Should be built in a navy yard— 
meaning the New York yard—can- 
not be built for less than $7,500,000. 
In other words, if Congress will per- 
mit the New York to be bullt at a 
private shipyard, a saving can be ef-

Second—During normak condittion® itn 
this country there is always a lack of 
sufficient skilled labor to carry on the 
work and the business properly. A re- 
@Guction of working hours simply in- 
creases the complicat caused by 
shortage of skilled labor, it does not 
represent the average working day of 
the great majority of the people. By 
reducing the daily working efficiency, 
it imereases the cost of production, 
and of living and reacts ’againat the 
general progress and development of 
the nation. 

Third—It has been proven time and 
again that all government work car- 
ried on under the eight-hour law is 
very much more expensive than aim- 
lar work executed without such re- 
strictions. The best evidence of this 
fact will be noticed in the enclosed 
clipping from the Atlanta Constitution, 
quoting from the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in Which he states 
that the battleship Florida, now 
building in the New York Navy Yard, 
would cost $2,450,000 more than her 
sister ship, the Utah built by a private 
yard and without the eight-hour re- 
striction. 

The secretary states further that if 
the prisent naval programme, which 
corties an expenditure of $20,775,000, is 
carr. out on the eight-hour basta, 
that i: will cost the people of the 
United States five and one-quarter mil- 
lions of dol'ars more than if the eight- 
hour law were not enforced. 


| Fourth—We contend further that the 


operation of this law in the construc. 
,tion of public bulldings—fortificdtions 
and other goyernment work has cost 
the people untold millions of money, 
it has inereased our burden of tax- 
ation and added absolutely nothing 
either to the working efficiency or the 
happiness of the men doing such work. 

Fifth-—-We believe that if the oper- 
ation of the eight-hour day is extended 
to private factories carrying on gov- 
ernment work, that these will be an 
enormous and unjustifiable increase in 
the cost of such work, with absolutely 
no adequate return for the tnereased 
cost 


Sixth—-We contend finally that you 
represent all of the people, and neo 
particular claes, and that for the 
reasons above outlined, the eight-hour 
law should be repealed and for this we 


respectfully your earnest sup- 
port.

THE WATER QUESTION. 

The commercial citrus tree needs 
regular and systematic  irrigations. 
The orange or lemon tree has a very 
sensitive organism which requires 
kind treatment to be made to pro- 
duce results. If in the hot summer 
the water supply runs short and the 
trees have to be watered sparingly the 
grower will notice a shortage in his 
crop the next season and more vividly 
a shortage in his pocket-book. 

The city of Upland ard the district 
of undeveloped citrus lands north of 
the town which we have been deacrib- 
ing lie at the foot of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains. Running back for miles 


San Antonio Canyon, through which 


bubbling stream of fresh mountain 
water. So large is the San Antonio 
Creek that three large electric pow- 
er plants have been constructec on its 
course and divert part of its water for 
the generation of electricity. 

Several miles east of Upland is an- 


weather. Again the elevation of Up- 
land offers a natural protection. 
Frosts always settle in low, places and 
dodge those sections where there is a 
constant circulation of air. During 
the winter evenings after the sun's 
rays have warmed the great Pomona 
Valley south of Upland, the warm air 
rises and approaches the mountains. 
The cold air coming down out of the 
San Antonio and Cucamonga canyons 
and meeting this current, stirs up a 
great circulation, which effectually 
keeps the frost from settling in the 
vicinity. 
Upland gets its full share of the 
annual rainfall in this part of the 
country, and its open, porous soll con- 
serves larger quantities for use in the 
summer time than most sections. This 
accounts for the fact that the water 
levels in the wells of the pistrict are 
highest in the middie of June and 
July, when the water is most needed, 
and lowest in midwinter, when na- 
ture provides her refreshing raina. 


LOCATION, 


The city of Upland ts located forty 
miles east of Los Angeles on the main 
line of the Santa Fe Railroad, between 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino. 
Seven local passenger trains and four 
overland trains going to Los Ange- 
les and the same number coming 
from Los Angeles pass through the 
city daily. The one-way fare from 
Los Angeles is $1.20, the: round-trip 
$1.75. The railroad company issues 
a twenty-five-ride commutation ticket 
good for ninety days for $13.60, which 
reduces the single fare to 55 cents 
a ride. q 

Besides its passenger business this 
road handles nearly all the freight 
and express shipments of the dis- 
trict, although the Salt Lake and 
Southern Pacific railroads are within 
a radius of two miles and handle some 
of the business. 

With the completion of the new 
electric line to mona, the Upland

BUSINESS. 

Of course the prime occupat of 
the people living in the Upland dis- 
trict is citrus fruit culture. That is 
the great paying business of this sec- 
tion. Tributary to it, however, and 
essential to its development, other 
business enterprises have been brought 
into the community. These business 
enterprises have come in the form of 
retail stores, banks and other conven- 
lences, which have each contributed 
to the growth and upbuilding of the 
city generally. Aside from these Up- 
land has lately been selected as a site 
for manufacturing plants and in this 
regard is an exceptional! location. Lo- 
cal and transcontinental shipping 
facilities are afforded by the Santa 
Fe Railroad. Electric power generat- 


the city can be had at the minimum 
cost. The comparative small price of 
land here when land values of a large 
city are taken into consideration is 
another attraction. The freedom 
from industrial troubles relieves the 
manufacturing companies of a vast 
amount of friction. With these ad- 
vantages, Upland is destined to be- 
come a manufacturing ceriter. 
BANKING. 


The Commercial National Bank of 
Upland was organized as a State bank 
in March 1898 and became nationalized 
in 1909. It is capitalized at $25,000; has 
a surplus and undivided profit az- 
count of $30,000; its deposits amount 
to $275,000 and its loans including 
bonds to $265,000. Its resources aggre- 
gate $375,000. 

The banking company is located on 
the ground floor of its own brick bulld- 
ing valued at $15,000 and situated on 
the main business corner of the city.

CALAFORNIA’S LAST WOOLEN 
SOLD OvT. 


Eastern and Foreign Mills Can 
Pay Large Dividends But Pacific 
Coast Establishincnt« Caunot Op- 
erate Because of the High Price 
of Labor. 


The last California woolen mil! has 
Closed down. During the. past week 
the San Jose woolen mill was sold at 
auction. There were but two bidders. 
The building is to be razed, the ma- 
chinery has been sold for junk, the 
land will be cut up into building 
iote. Thus enfleth the chapter of 
woolen manufactureng m California, 

This mill was started in 1869, Dur- 


_|ing the last ten or twelve years it 


has not been making money, and in 
1908 it was decided to close. For 
two or three years the owners have 
been making futile attempts to dis- 
pose of it to capitalists desiring to 
renter the manufacturing business in 
California. But such capitalists are 
shy—in California. Every other 
woolen mill in this State, one after 
afother, has closed its doors and 
gone into liquidation. 

What is the reason of this? Why 
is it possible to manufacture woolens 
profitably tn Europe ahd’ not in Cali- 
fornia? Why is it possible for cast- 
ern woolen mills to pay large divi- 
Gends when California woolen mills 
must close their doors and liquidate” 
is not tack of protection—the 
woolen industry is the most highiy 
protected of any form of manufac- 
turing in the United States. It is so 
Righty protected that during the last 


session of Congress even Republicans 


attacked the woolen schedule, and 
President Taft, head of the Repub- 
ligan party, has said in public that 
the woolen schedule is “indefensible.” 
Why, then, can not California capl- 
talists manufacture woolens at a profit 
when they are against the 
world’s competition? The answer is 
simple. It is on account of the high 
price of labor on this Coast. and its 


hasiartificial forcing-up the labor

If any talist feels inclined to 
invest in len manufacture in 


thie vicinity, let him go and look at 
the abandoned woolen plants around 
the bay: That will cure him. For 
that metter, if any cepitalist desires 
to invest in manufacturing of any 
kind tn this vicinity, under present 
labor conditions, he had better take 
his money, go down to the sea-wall, 


In that 
way he will at least be

If a merchant, 
miner or haciendado wants to borrow 
for any purpose the bank consults Don 
Luis and acts under his orders. If he 
wants the notes and moftgage they 
tufn them over to him. and, if he does 
not, the bankers keev them them- 
selves. But people will tell you that no 
transaction involving real e@state is 
ever made without his apvroval. He 
never sella anything himself but will 
lease land on long time, both on shares 
and for cash. He is always adding 
to his holdings and never lets an aere 
or a dollar get away from him.

He was born in Chthuahua 
jand has lived there all his life. His 
Pparents had a ranch near the city 
and his father obtained a large grant 
of land because of his services in the 
war for independence. When Maxi- 
milian invaded Mexico Don Lule or- 
ganized an army and held the State 
of Chihuahua against the invaders. 
For that he received another large 
grant of land. 
came into power by a revolution, Ter- 
razas was the leader of his sympa- 
thisers in Chihuahua and was appoint- 
jed Governor of that State. This 
brought him more land, and atill more, 
and he has been adding to his hold- 
ings continually by methods which

HIGH PRICES EXPECTED. 

Providing there is no financia! panic 
between now and the cantaloupe sea- 
son, the cantaloupe growers of Brawley 
have reason to believe that they will re- 
ceive highest market prices for their 
fine melons that are fast ripening. Re- 
ports come from Georgia and Texas 
that the peach crops in both of these 
States will not ship twenty-five per 
cent. of a normal crop. As the peach 
is the greatest competitor in the east- 
ern market of the prawley cantaloupe 
grower, the growers here may look for 
a better demand for their cantaloupes. 

Frost has also damaged greatly the 
pe crop in the San Joaquin Valley 
and other parts of California. In the 
southern States fewer cantaloupes are 
planted this season than for many 
years. Most of the early plants were 
frozen and what there are, are late. 

In Imperial Valley the cantaloupe 
crop will no doubt mature during a 
longer season than last year, because 
of cool weather and a heavy rain the 
first part of April, many of the ranch- 
vers were forced to replant their canta- 
loupes. Most of the seed used for re- 
planting -was of the Pollock strain, 
pwhich is late. However, around Braw- 
ley, where the early melons are grown, 
there are meny fields of early canta- 
loupes of even stand. The Brawley dis- 
trict alone will exceed 3000 acres 
planted to cantaloupes; in the other 
districts the acreage will average 2000 
acres. The commission merchants have 
begun to make extensive preparations 
relative to the usual rush incident to 
the increased acreage of melons. The 
first cars have arrived and preliminary 
work has begun tn all of the cantaloupe 
sheds, though the season in two weeks 
later than last year.

Cornelius, third of the name and 
grandson of the old Commodore, has 
himself been Commodore of the New 
York Yacht Club. Like all the Vander- 
bilte, he went te Yale and there dis- 
tinguished himself by his close appli- 
cation to his studies. He showed a de- 
cided taste for engineering, and after 
leaving college he entered the machine 
shops of the New York Central and 
subsequently patented a locomotive 
which is now in extensive use on all 
of the Vanderbilt lines. He is not now 
identified with any of the old Vander 
bile interests, such as the New York 
Central and Lake Shore. roads, but is 
a director in the Illinois Central and 
the Delaware & Hudson.

The broadest in extent under the sun, 
the richest in soll and mines the world had ever known, 
the most beautiful in mountain, dale and plain the skies 
look down upon, the most salubrious, and with the 
longest, broadest, deepest lakes and streams of the 
globe to moderate the climate, to refresh vegetable and 
anima! life, and to form highways for internal com- 
merce among the great people destined to multiply so 
rapidly. After one short century of actual rule of Amer- 
iean ideas this country stands the greatest in all, re- 
spects on the earth, with more agricultural wealth and 
more mineral wealth added to the accumulations of the 
people than any other country man has ever inhabited 
and called his own. 2 
. And on the whole, the Puritans of the Mayflower and 
the Cavaliers who followed that great man, Sir Walter 
Raleigh, and all who after these first days came from 
the British Isles, from beautiful France, from Germany 
the old home of freedom, from sunny Italy where art 
was gray ages before America came into being, front 
Spain so rich in historic memories, and from Greece 
where democracy held sway and philosophy was ripe 
thousands of years before, all proved their fitness tq do 
the work appointed them to do by the will of a Provi+ 
dence which makes no mistakes. The men who ar 
rived on the rocky shores. of New England in the: 
depths of an almost Arctic winter scarcely had finished | 
their huts to keep out the weather before they also: 
erected the school where the children of the colony: 
should learn the facts and principles necessary to in- 
bure success in life and propriet¥Y of conduct in their 
dealings with their brethren. The men who came to 
the Old Dominion under Capt. John Smith and Raleigh 
saw that the wisdom of the ages so treasured in the 
literature of the English language should find as 
congenial a home by the banks of the James River as 
by the Cam in their old home. As all the colonists 
came they brought with them all the most precious 
heritages of their several races. Today the United | 
States of America has more schools, better schools, 
more colleges and universities, than any other country 
in the world. The freedom of the press was made one 
of the corner-stones of the political edifice these people 
upreared, standing over against the freedom of con- 
science which was to uphold another section of the 
structure. Today the “journals of civilization” printed 
daily, weekly and monthly in America if spread out 
page by page would cover a large part of the broad 
surface of the land, great as is its expanse. 

No matter how many pens of ready writers, how 
many tongues of eloquent speakers, undertake to tell 
us of the glories of our land, we are likely not fully to 
grasp it all, or if we do we are too prone to forget it. 
It is like the air we breathe or the water that flows in 
such refreshing purity and inexhaustible abundance 
past our doors, that, like all “common” things, we lose 
a true sense of their value. . 

The intelligent American who journeys far from home 
and sees much in strange lands may be edified in di- 
vers ways to come home a better man than he went 
away. He may see much to admire in some things he 
would like to see planted in the soil of his country, ex- 
otic though they might be. For almost all American 


The older lands have some things worth copy- 
ing besides “Mona Lisas,” “Descents from the Cross,” 
or “Madonnas.” But conceding all this, we must real- 
ize that we have made more of the plants brought over 
as exotics to our conntry than the original owners of 
these ideas have been able to do. England had a so- 
called system of education before the first school 
opened its doors on some New England rock, where 
there was no soi] to grow wheat but plenty to grow 
men. But the public-school system of the United States 
today makes possible to the American boy and girl a 
broader mental! training and a better equipment for the 
duties of life than the children of any other country 
enjoy. 

Sanitary provisions are common the world over in 
some form or other, but nowhere else so common and 
effective as in the United States. Im America so gen- 
eral is the sense of sanitation that domestic animals are 
forbidden room in the densely-populated portions where 
cleanliness is difficult and contagion sure. What would 
an American think of a city where in the very thickest 
part of the population any one who has a team of horses 
may stable them in a small area right under the win- 
dows of hotels and flats where people crowd as thick 
as bees in a hive? What would we think of a dairyman 
being allowed to drive half a dozen cows in the night 
and house them in a small room under a flat building 
until 10 or 11 o'clock the next day, where, the thick of 
the dirt having been scraped out, a shoemaker carries 
on his trade the rest of the day? Think of a city as 
large as Los Angeles, as large as San Francisco, where 
on the roof of every house a chicken ranch is kept in 
full swing and all the refuse of the kitchen thrown to 


chicken ranches open right Into the halls of the bed 
rooms where the guests spend their nights and most 
of their days. At night the crowing of the male bird 
is a nuisance not easily endured, but that is nothing 
to the odor from these numerous corrals which affect 
the atmosphere al! over the city. In damp weather 
when rain makes liquid the accumulated filth on so 
many roofs the odor is an awful affliction. Bome of the 
dark rooms in hotels have no window at all excepting 
such as open directly into the chicken pasture. Yet the 
natives do not seem to have the least sense of incon- 
venience nor fear of sickness. 

To be sure, the average person of continental edu- 
cation is firmly convinced that “night air” is dangerous, 
so he keeps his windows sealed as tightly as a can of 
fruit. Thus he makes sure to “enjoy” the worst “night 
air” there is in the city. But to his mind it is only the 
outside air where that greatest of all disinfectants, oxy- 
gen, does its perfect work in the great laboratory of na- 


ture, that is dangerous. Poor, benighted soul, he does — 


not know that pure air is dangerous only to noxious mi- 
crobes and canned air only dangerous to the human be- 
ing. He has not learned that the microbes of disease 
flourish where man perishes, in darkness and dirt, while 
they die where man draws his health from every whiff of 
pure air. 

There used to be an old topical song on the stage 
nearly thirty years ago. When the Childs Operahouse, 
now the Grand, was first opened a minstrel troupe, all 
of women, known as the Adamless Eden, under the 
leadership of a Thespian once famous on the Coast, 
Jennie Reiffart, sang this ditty, the refrain old. 
timers will recall as rynning like this: 

“Oh, the queer things we see and queer things we do 
Are English, you know, deuced English, you know.” 

The versatile singers, to catch all ears in cosmopoli- 
tan Los Angeles, rang al! the changes on the verses, to 
include all the nationalities. So one might do in these 
reflections comparing American ways with those of 
}other races. To our eyes, noses and ears these things 
-are many, whether seen, heard or done. There are so 
/many of them that when one makes a catalogue of them 
}all he is much inclined to sing not the ditty of the Or- 
/pheum stage of the past, but the sweet words we. have 
set to the old hymn, “God Save the King,” whose first 
tine is our headline. “Land of the Pilgrims’ pride” is 
very likely to change into “Land of the people's pride.” 
Another song of the long ago used to tell us “Ameri- 
ca’s flower is the violet.” That was because we were 
so modest. Well, if we are proud of our couatry it is 
surely a pardonable pride’ We may not have so 
many old masters as our cousins in Europe nor be so 
rich in ruins as that old land of the old continent. But 
tm all that constitutes life in the twentieth century we 
are indeed many long steps in front of all the peoples 
af all the lands. So long as pride of country fills our 
souls instead of personal conceit we are safe enough.

The swamps of the Atlantic States are under Frank 
Sutton; those of the Central States under W. H. Her- 
ron, while the Rocky Mountains and Pacific Coast are 
respéctively managed by Sledge Tatum and T. G. Ger- 
dine, Each of these men has a iarge corps of survey- 
ors, and all visit the various sections and work to- 
gether after fixed plans, During the past week I have 
talked with these geographers, and through my inves- 
tigations at the geological survey and in the Agricultu- 
ral Department am able to give some idea of what may 
be done. 


Big Wet Spots in Uncle Sam’s Back Yard. 


Talk about your acres of diamonds! These wet spots 
on Uncle Sam’s farm are worth more than any diamond 
field in the plateau of South Africa. They contain 
thousands of millions of easily available wealth and 
they are scattered al] over the Union. 

First let me tell you what they amount to. The ex- 
perts of the government have estimated their area at 
between 77,000,000 and 79,000,000 acres, and the proba- 
bility*is that they will run millions more. At the low- 
est calculation they represent a country bigger than 
Great Britain and Ireland, and equal to the three 
States of Indiana, Illinois and Ohio. They have a soil 
which is richer than Holland, and their area is ten 
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has several millions which need only to be drained to 
be turned into farms. 

We look upon Illinois as thoroughly settled. We 
know it is one of our greatest corn States and that the 
|land is worth from $100 to $300 an acre. Nevertheless 
that State has more than 2,000,000 acres of flooded lands 
that might be redeemed, and which will be richer tnan 
any now farmed. There are altogether, in the East, 
seventeen States, every one of which has more than a 
million acres of swamps, and there are twelve others 
each of which has a quarter of a million to one million 
acres that could be easily drained. 


The Sacramento Valley. 


The average man of the East thinks of California as 
arid rather than wet. He knows that a great part of 
it is irrigated, and he looks upon much of it as a desert. 
Nevertheless, that State has some of the richest swamp 
lands of the world. The Sacramento River, which runs 
through the middle of it, has a valley several hundred 
miles long, and in that basin there are some millions 
of acres which the government geographers have just 
finished mapping. Great drainage works are going on 
there, and these include some of the biggest swamp 
reclamation schemes of the Union. A few years ago 
that land was worth nothing. As fast as it is re 
claimed it will sell for from $100 to $1000 an acre, and 
some of it is already covered with farms where aspara- 
gus, celery, tomatoes and potatoes are raised for ship- 
ment to San Francisco and other parts of the West. 
In the Sacramento River they have put dikes about an 
island and pumped out the water, and that island has 
the largest asparagus farm of the world. They have 
made great drains which have redeemed lands now 
devoted to celery, and vegetables are raised which are 
shipped from’ there to the East.

CUSTOMS AND CHARACTERISTICS OF 
AN INTERESTING PEOPLE. 


By Mary A. Clarke Colquhoun. 


ONCE gave a jalk on Persia before a group of stu- 
| cans of the University of Chicago. To meet the 
important occasion with dignity, I used all the big 
words at my Command and philosophized to the extent 
of my ability. At the close of my address I gave an 
opportunity for questions. I had no sooner done so 
than I was seized with terror. What would a student 
of the University of Chicago ask me? What might I not 
be asked? It was with difficulty that I restrained my- 
self from running away as I saw some one about to ask 
a question. The question was: “Miss Clarke, how do 
“you get to Persia?” That question, and others which 
followed, taught me a lesson; and since then when talk- 
ing or writing on Persia I have never attempted flights 
of oratory or philosophy.

he said: “Perhaps the woman had placed it on the ta- 
ble, in dusting she brushed it off, it rolled along, and 
fell through a crack in the floor.”

Calls Long Drawn Out. 


The Persian, happy creature! is never in a hurry. He 
has al! the time there is going, and nothing of impor- 
tance to do; so, if you have an engagement to call upon 
him or to receive a call from him, you might as well 
resign yourself to the-fact that it will occupy the best 
part of half a day. 


- The two most important parts of a call are the pro 


fuse salutations indulged in at the beginning and the 
close of every visit, and the tea drinking which comes 
in between. The drinking of tea and eating of sweet- 
meats is an indispensable adjunct of every call, whether 
social, professional, or business; and it is a very pleas- 
ant adjunct, for both the tea and the sweets are dell- 
cious. Coffee is occasionally served—the black variety 
knowh as Turkish coffee. When it appears it is always 
at the close of a call, after the teacup has made sev- 
eral rounds. 

In hot weather tea is often replaced or accompanied 
by ices and sherbets. The fact that ice is plentiful and 
cheap makes living in Persia more pleasant than it 
would otherwise be, and the fact that it can be obtained 
at all is indicative of the ingenuity of the people of the 
country. The ground ts so porous that water percolates 
through quickly. There are, therefore, few rivers or 
lakes from which ice can be obtained, and it Is seldom 
so cold in any part of Persia that ice of a thickness suit- 
able for packing would form under the direct rays of 
the sun. The Persian obtains his ice by making a shal- 
low pool, and building a high wall which will protect it 
from the gun. A thin layer of ice will form: this he 
floods at night with water, and so he goes on adding 
inch to inch until he can cut a block of considerable 
thickness. 


No Caste There. 
There is no caste among any of the races found in 
Persia. A son of Nasir-i-Din Shah's butler became his 
Prime Minister; a peasant gir! once became the first 
favorite of this same King’s anderun because she lifted 
her veil as the King was passing through her native vik 
lage, and her beauty appealed to the royal fancy. 

But while there is no caste, the Persians are in some 
ways great sticklers for etiquette. The Zi-i-Sultan, the 
oldest and the most capable son of Nasir-i-Din, could not 
succeed his father on the throne because his mother was 
not of royal birth. All social functions, moreover, are 


/ attended with the most rigid ceremonies, and woe to the

ONDERFUL DEVELOPMENT EMPHA 
SIZED AT THE CENTENNIAL. |

M EXICO CITY.—The centennial celebration of 


< 


Mexican independence, last September, was an 

event in many respects unique in the world’s his- 
tory. While the American celebration of 1876 marked 
the close of an even hundred years of continuity of the 
republican form of government, marred by but a single 
attempt, colossal and desperate though it was, to over- 
throw in measure that form of institution, the history 
of Mexica for much more than the first half, indeed 
for nearly ‘three-quarters, of the century subsequent 
to the primary declaration of independence by the pa- 
triot priest and martyr, Miguei Hidalgo, was one long 


series of internal disturbance and opposition to foreign 


aggression, not the least of which was that regrettable 
and by many regarded as imexcusable war waged by 
the great republic to the north against its then weak- 
ling brother to the south, followed by the stil] more in- 
excusable interference of a European monarchy and its 
effort to destroy popular government in this country 
and erect upon its ruins an absolute monarchy of the 
most hateful type, controlled by one of those ancient 
families whieh neither learns nor forgets. Happily, it 
came about, as though directed by an all-wise Provi- 
dence, that the very country which had once played the 
part of a more or less ruthless aggressor was enabled 
to be the moving cause of the defeat of those who 
would have raised an empire upon the ashes of the re- 
public, thereby serving in great measure to palliate that 
sentiment of resentment which had been entertained 
by th. people of Mexico toward their neighbors across 
the Rio Grande subsequent to the lamentable occur- 
rences of 1846-1848. 

Practically ‘speaking, the history of the remarkable 
development of Mexico as seen today and which had 
its culmination in the full month of joy and congratula- 
tion, did not have its commencement until after the de- 
feat and expulsion of the foreign usurpers and the 
years of domestic turmoil that followed that great 
event. The short period of scarcely a third of a cen- 
tury covers practically all that has been accomplished 
in the way of aevelopment and progress on modern 
lines. Thirty-five years ago the long years of unrest 
and disturbance which had continued with but brief 
periods of cegsation ever since the standard of revolt 
was raised a hundred years ago at Guanajuato, were 
but just drawing to a close—though that most desirable 
conelusion was not then apparent to the casual ob 
server. At that time the country was without credit 
and practically ‘bankrupt. Industry of all kinds was at 
a standstill. 
of communication scant and difficult. 

Lut what a change these brief historical years have 
brought about since that period and within the memory 
of men still young. Instead of a bankrupt country, 
without credit or financial resource, today no country 
in the world stands higher in this respect. The coun- 
try is traversed by thousands of miles of railroad. The 
telegraph and the telephone penetrate the most re 
mote regions, and an excellent mail service adds to the 
means for the interchange of communication. Every- 
where throughout the land are public schools of all 
grades which are constantly increasing in attendance, 
number and inflvence, and the rising generation is be- 
ing everywhere thoroughly grounded in the rudimen- 
tary principles of education. When one considers what 
has been acconiplished in less than a half century, he 
can but wonder at the results seen on every,hand and 
marvel at the statesmanship, foresight, intelligence 
and firmness which have brought such order out of 
such chaos. 

Not alone was the celebration devoted to expressions 
of national joy and congratulation over the record of 
the first hundred years of independence, but it was 
made the occasion for events of the greatest public im- 
portance and interest. Schools and public institutions 
of various kinds were opened, waterworks and other 
public improvements were inaugurated, public bufld- 
ings were dedicated, monuments were unveiled, corner- 
stones laid, congresses and exhibitions were held, and 
from all over the world people of note were attracted 
to share in the general rejoicing, to note the progress 
shown-on every. hand, and to encourage stil! further 
efforts and st then the hands of those who are de- 
voting their lives and their best efforts to the advance- 
ment of their fellow-men. 

The month of September, 1910, was in Mexico re- 
plete with events of the greatest importance and in- 
terest to all lovers of mankind, just as it was replete 


with events and spectacles calculated to please the 


eye and ear, while at the same time testifying to the 
high standard reached by the people throughout the 
entire republic. 


Beautiful Decorations. 


The climatic conditions of this city and its surround- 
ing territory, its wealth and wide range of floral 
source, coupled with the superior artistic taste 
people, spurred to its best efforts by the Importance of 
the occasion, produced results In the way of decoration 
which without exaggeration may be said to be unsur- 
passed. Not only were the majority of the buildings 
along the principal streets ornamented In every man- 
ner that taste coukl devise and abundant means could 
execute, but the thoroughfares themselves presented a 
most bewildering though highly artistic aggregation of 
bunting, garlands of Nowers, festoons of evergreen, and 
great hanging baskets of brilliant-hued blossoms, kept 
bright and fresh throughout the entire month's festivi- 
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.buildings en either side also masses of bunting and 


ties and making one of the most attractive features of | 
the display. 

At regular and frequent intervals on each side of the 
principal streets iron masts were erected, each of which 
at a height of eight or ten feet above the curb was en- 
circled’ by an-ornamental hanging basket some four or 
five feet in diameter. This basket was lined with moss 
and then filled with potted plants in full bloom and of 
varied hue. Streamers of gray moss depended from 
the basket, and the plants were kept in good condition 
by the rainfall as well as by water applied at night 
after the crowds that filled the streets had departed. 
Above the baskets were stands of the national colors 
arranged artistically, while from the summit of each 
pole depended a long triangular banner with its lower 
point attached to a huge golden representation of the 
national coat-of-arms. In addition, wires to which 
smaller banners were attached were stretched at suit- 
able height across the streets, these being alternated 
in many places with garlands of evergreen and flowers. 
Looking down a thoroughfare thus decorated, with the 


flowers, sometimes completely hiding the walls, the 
scene presented was beautiful and attractive beyond 
description. And not only were the principal streets 
and buildings so decorated, but even in the outskirts 
the artistic taste of the people ran riot. High iron and 
wooden fences were completely covered with garlands 
of greenery and blossoms, doorways and windows were 
all but hidden with the same materials, elaborate mot- 
toes worked out similarly were to be seen on every 
hand. Indeed, it would be impossible to even attempt 
to describe the myriad of examples of taste and beauty 
thus exhibited in every direction. The flora] displays

were renewed from time to time so that they remained 
fresh and attractive to the last. 


Magnificent Electrical Display. 


But if the display of bunting. greenery and brilliant- 
hued blossoms was beautiful beyond compare, what can 
be said of the wonderful manner in which the city was 
illuminated at night’? Many streets and squares were 
made light as day with hundreds of thousands of elec- 
tric globes. Happily the city’s source of electric sup- 
ply (the Necaxa, works) is all but imexhaustible and 
capable of meeting any demand that was made upon 
it, hence the lighting of the city at night was general 
and brilliant. Al) the public buildings were artistically 
decorated in this direction. Dozens of structures were 
a blaze of light from pavement to topmost cornice, and 
the skil! of ingenious and able artists and expert work- 
men by the thousands was called into play in the pilana- 
ning and carrying out of designs as novel as they were 
artistic and pheasing. Perhaps the most striking dis- 
play of all in this line—notable because it towered 
above all else—was the lighting of the lofty towers 
and massive dome of the ancient cathedral facing one 
side of the Zocalo. Every column, every pilaster, ev- 
ery cornice, every opening in these towers was outlined 
in a blaze of light, while on each were appropriate mot- 
toes done in electric globes. The great bell-like domes 
of these towers, with the solid stone globes and crosses 
above, were also treated in the same manner. The 
immense dome at the opposite end of the building from 
the towers was also a biaze of dazzling brightness, 
while between the jwo towers was suspended a great 
Mexican flag in the appropriate colors, a solid mass of 
globes which shone forth in splendor and Gashed in 
brilliancy over the city. The mew, or rather recon- 
structed, municipal palace en the opposite side of the 
Zocale from the cathedral was decorated with myriads 
each of its scores of pillars being outlined 
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every cornice and CON outlined withPlights in the 
national colors, while between the windows were great 
stars arranged in the same manner, and the roof was 


Surmounted with other immense stars raised high in 


the air on supports which were practically invisible in 
the darkness, giving each glowing mass of light the ap- 
pearance of being suspended in midair. The fourth 
side of the Zocalo is occupied by business buildings, 
and these, too, without exception, were lighted in the 
most varied but brilliant and artistic manner. As the 
result of this vast display of light, the entire Zocalo 
and its surrounding streets as well were practically as 
light as day. 

One of the most pleasingly spectacular features of 
the celebration occurred on the 4th of September, ia 
the shape of a parade of floats Illustrative of the vari- 
ous industries of the country. Those who made this 
parade so notable a feature spared no pains or expense 
in the preparation and culmination of the display, and 
the spectacle was most gorgeous and brilliant as well 
as instructive. 


Flag Day Celebrated by 60,000 Children. 


That the rising generation is having proper lessons 
of loyalty and patriotism instilled inte it was amply 
demonstrated by the celebration of Flag Day, Septem- 
ber 6 having been set apart for this occasion. The 
spectacle was most impressive and one that will not 
soon be forgotten by the tens of thousands of native 
and foreign spectators. The city was divided into 
eleven sections, each section having a plaza for its cen- 
tral point. In detachments of 1000 each, the pupils, 


decorated for the most part with the national colors; 


and each carrying a flag, marched to the plaza assigned 
it; the number averaging about 5600 to each gathering 
place. Arrived at the spot designated, the pupils were 
drawn up facing a staff bearing a large silk national 
flag. At a given signal the children advanced and each 
waved his fag in unison. Then kneeling, the pupils 
pledged their allegiance in the following words: 

“O flag! O three-colored flag! O flag of Mexico! Ip 
this year and in this month, in which the republic hag 
completed her first century of 
promise with al] our hearts to ever unite around thee, 
as the symbol of our native country, that Mexico ma 
remain ever free, ever victorious.” 

The chief center of attraction for this novel cer 
mony was at the Zocalo in front of the National Palace, 
where President Diaz and his Cabinet reviewed set 
eral thousand of the little ones, It was a most inspix 
ing spectacle when, on bended knees, their childish 
voices were lifted in the pledge, and afterward in the 
singing of the national] hymn. 


Honoring the Youthful Heroes of Chapultepec. 


On September 8 occurred the memorial ceremonies 
in honor of the young military studepts who gave theif 
lives in the defense of the Castle of Chapultepec againgt 
the armies_of Gen. Scott in 1847. This event attracted 
an immense concourse, and the beautiful grounds af 
the base of the historical hill, as well as the hill itself, 
were crowded with thousands. An auditorium had bess 
provided at a little distance from the monument that 
commemorates the bravery of these young lads—they 
were nothing but beardiess boys. In the National 
Museum may be seen portraits of some of them, aaé 
when one learns that these gallant defenders of thelt 
country ranged in age from 14 to 19, most of them be 
ing no more than 16 or 17, and that they held their ows 
during a long and desperate conflict with the seasoned 
veterans from the north, only giving way when lite® 
ally overwhelmed by the opposing forces, one’s adm 
ration for their bravery can scarcely find suitable oF 
pression. At the conclusion of the ceremonies a pte 
cession headed by President Diaz went on foot to ts 
monument, which was seon covered with a gremt 
mound of lovely floral tributes.

Giving the “Grito” on the Night of the 15th. 


The ceremony of the “Grito” on the night preceding 
the 16th of September, Independence Day, is always. 

It 
is always attended by thousands of participants, and, 
there is always a display of fireworks and decorations 
of various kinds. But on the present occasion al) simi-- 
lar events that Mexico has ever seen were thrown into 
the shade As a preliminary all vehicles of any and , 
every kind were prevented from passing on Avenidas 
Cinco de Mayo and San Francisco, the principal thor- 
Oughfares leading to the Zocalo, while that locality 
was also blocked to vehicles, as well as to the street 
cars whose terminal point is located there. The: 
streets named, with the Zocalo, were thus given up en-: 
tirely to pedestrians, and at an early hour in the even- 
ing they were packed with a solid mass of humanity 
until frequently it was impossible to move in any di- 
rection for many minutes at a time. Yet the crowd 
was all in good humor, no one lost his temper, and | 
there was little or no trouble in preserving the best’ 
of order. During the early hours there was a fine dis-|

The combined military bands played 
the national hymn, the scores of thousands of voices 
shouted “vivas” until they were hoarse, al] the deep 
voiced bells of the cathedral rang in unison, steam 
whisties blew deafening blasts, fireworks and bomta 
were discharged by thousands, and such a din went up 
as would surely have drowned the terrific medley of 
noise that we are told accompanied the capture of the 
Aztec temple by Cortez on this very spot near four 
centuries ago. To say that the noise was deafening 
\s but to faintly describe it. It was one grand crash 
of enthusiasm, and it continued without cessation for 
half or three-quarters of an hour, though the crowds on 
the streets kept it up until nearly 3 o’clock—waving 
banners and shouting vivas for Mexica, for Don Por- 
firio, and for all the other heroes who have aided in 
aking the country what it is today. 


Military Parade and Dedication of Monument. 


The culminating events of the great celebration in 
order of importance took place as was fitting on the 
16th. These were first the dedication of the colossal 
new Independence Monument in the Paseo de la Re 
forma, followed by the grand military parade which it 
is customary to hold on the national holiday. The 
military display was in every respect a splendid one. 
The column of march was led by the cadets of the 
military college, and these were followed by detach- 
ments from the menof-war of several nations at Vera 
Cruz. Germany, France, Brazil and the Argentine Re- 
public were represented, and the showing made 
by all was remarkably fine. 

Three brigades of infantry followed the foreign rep- 
resentatives, then came six batteries of machine guns, 
four batteries of Maxims for mountain service, and one 
of mortars for like conditions. Seven batteries of 
light field guns came next, followed by four batteries of 
heavy field guns. -Two batteries of Maxim-Nordenfeldts 
followed, the whole being concluded by two batteries of 
heavy siege artillery 

Two complete and two partial regiments of cavalry 
were the next feature, and a detachment of a couple 
of thousand or so rurales brought up the rear. 

The dedication of the magnificent Independence Mon- 
ument on the Paseo de la Reforma took place prior to 
the military parade on the morning of the 16th and 
was an event long to be remembered by those who par- 
ticipated in or witnessed the ceremonies. A spacious 
central tribunal facing the monument had been erected, 
with semi-circular grand stands extending on either 
side. In the center of the semi-circle thus formed were 
two stands for the accommodation of some 900 school 
girls who had been selected for the excellence of their 
voices to sing the national hymn as a portion of the ex- 
ercises. Speeches of presentation and acceptance 
were made, and a poem written by Salvador Diaz 
Miron was read, being received with great applause, as 
was the excellent singing of the school girls. Follow- 
ing this the dedicatory tablet on the monument was 
unvelled, thus concluding the ceremonies. 

The Independence Monument is one of the finest 
works of art of its kind in the world, and has but few 
superiors in size and none in artistic conception and 
skillful execution. The pedestal and column combined 
rise forty-five meters in the air. A colossal figure of 
Liberty, covered with gold, surmounts the column and 
is visible for a great distance in every direction.

POLICING THE WHITE HOUSE. 
PROBABLY NO OTHER BUILDING IN AMERICA IS 80 
CLOSELY WATCHED. 


{Boston Advertiser:] Probably no-other building in 
America is so well policed as the White House. It 


'| takes forty-two men to do it daily. If any mischievous 
| stranger should seek entrance he would not get far. 


Twenty-four men guard the outside of the building and 
eighteen the inside. Eight are in the executive offices. 
Fourteen guard the White House within and without 
at night. The number of men enumerated does not in- 
clude the secret service men who guard the person of 
the President and who sometimes are in service to 
guard the members of the President's family. 

Every door to the White House has its policeman con- 
stantly on guard. There are always two in the base- 
ment of the executive offices, where there is a large 
door leading from the street for the reception of sup- 
plies. There is always a policeman at the kitchen en- 
trance. Two men in livery, not policemen, guard the 
main entrance into the White House at the north por- 
tico. In the daytime there is a policeman in the East 
'Room and one each at both stairways that lead to the 
private apartments of the President and his family on 
{ the upper floor. There is a policeman always in the 
basement, the entrance to which is from the east wing 
of the mansion. 
| At night a policeman guards the basement corridor of 
the interior, another the corridor of the main floor, and 
another the corridor of the upper private floor. 

Outside there is constant vigilance in front and in the 
rear, if the White House may be conceived as having 
/any rear. The south front is as beautiful as the north 
front, and, indeed, more so. A policeman is always on 
guard dt the south portico, and especially so at night. 
Une parades with the regularity of a sentryman the 
half-covered corridor leading from the White House to 
‘the executive offices. 
| That the White House should have to be thus care- 
fully guarded may seem strange to Americans whose 
Chief Executive is after all only a democrat who is a 
‘citizeu temporarily holding a high public office. But it 
‘ts necessary. Jhree Presidents have been assassi- 
pated, although none ever at the White House. It 
‘would seem none ever could be, because of the vigi- 
Jance kept there. But a fierce light plays upon the 
White House and the occupants of it, especially the 

resident. It attracts all kinds of people, and cranks 

‘are ever dangerous. Many is the one apprehended be- 
fore he has gone far. And in this land of liberty there 
are also other people who have dangerous ideas center- 
ing on the life of the Chief Magistrate. 
« Besides, Americans, and especially American women, 
are very inquisitive and given much to vandalism. 
They come in_shoals to Washington, and their first 
thought is the White House. They want to inspect it 
from bottom to top. They want to miss nothing, and 
many of them would like to take away mementos. Their 
audacity and lack of manners and observance of other 
proprieties is amazing.

Complexity of and Fertilizers. 


HE preva ideas in regard te the 
soll fertility have been largely based on the view 
brought forth py Liebig, that each crop requires cer- 


flourish where the appropriate elements are lacking or 
are present in Insufficient quantities. Every soil, ac- 
cording to Liebig, contains some element in the mini- 
mum, Whatever element this minimum may be, it de- 
termines the abundance and continuity of the crop. 
The only fertilizer which acts favorably is that which 
supplies a deficiency of one or more of the food ele- 
ments in the soil. In common practice, fertilizer addi- 
tion to soils has resoived itself into supplying the soil 
with nitrogen, potassium, phosphorus, and sometimes 
lime, not necessarily because the soil always is lacking 
in these elements, but on the ground that they are in a 
form not available to plants. 

The practical application of fertilizers is founded on 
the restitution of the four elements among the eighteen 
or more elements considered as playing a part in agri- 
culture. The other elements are not replaced for the 
reason that some, like carbon, hydrogen, and oxygen, 
are abundant in the assimilable form of water, free at- 
mospheric oxygen, and carbon dioxide; that some, found 
among the fixed constituents of plants and in the plant 
ash, such as iron, calcium, magnesium, sodium, sulphur, 
chlorine, and silica, exist in the soil in such quantities 
that they cannot be exhausted, and that others, though 
found in the vegetable ash, appear in such small quanti- 
ties, if they appear at all, that it is dowbtful if they are 
essential. These elements are manganese, titanium, 
copper, zinc, barium, iodine, and fluorine. 


Demand for Native Plants. 


T Is very pleasing to note the increased and Increas- 

ing demand for native California plants in great va- 
riety. For many years the writer has been alone, ex- 
cept of late, in urging the peculiar fitness and unusual! 
beauty of our native plants of horticul: 'ral value. Now 
all parts of the State are being scoured’ to see how 
great a variety of really ornamental vegetation may be 
culled from mountain and plain, hill and canyon. We 
have yet to hear of a single park or public garden en- 
tirely given to our native hosts, but the time will come, 
and when it does many will marvel! at the natural hor- 
ticultural resources of our great State. 


Tropica! Perennials. 


ERENNIALS of a tropical nature, if they have been 
properly stored, will only now begin to suggest that 
the planting time has arrived. The writer has some 
dahlia roots, kept in a dark, cool, but damp place, and 
vey are only now beginning to send up sprovts of 
green. Had they been put in a dry place having the 
other requirements noted they would have lain dormant 
for some time yet. Many succulent perennials may be 
kept until June before planting with the full assurance 
that the resulting autumn crop of flowers will far sur- 
pass that of the same sorts planted in early spring. 


New and Attractive Gazanias. 


URING the past few weeks several local parties 

have flowered a new strain of hybrid Gazanias, rang- 
ing from nearly white down to a deep orange, some of 
them curiously marked and spotted with brown or 
black. In addition to the range of color all the flowers 
seen were much larger than those of the old and well- 
known Gazania splendens. They will surely find favor 
in local gardens, for they remain open only while the 
sun shines.

The oper grading of eggs, as to size, color of 
shell, ald quality, is as important to the industry 
as is dandardization of deciduous fruits and the 


correct Hjassification of oranges and lemons is to com- 
mercial uit growing. In the leading markets, such as 
Chicago,'/Kansas City, New York, etc., hen fruit is sold 
according to grade anc quality, which is established by 
the trad#. all eges coming in from miscellaneous 
sources being first classified before going out on sale 


to consuf vers and retailers. The method used is tech- 


nically Khown as “candling.” A “tester” is made of 
wood orlimetal which is usually employed in a dark 
room. light inside of the tester shines brightly 
through @m opening, in front of which the egg is placed. 


By a quik movement of the hand the condition of the 
exe is a] once detected by an expert and given its 
proper diassification or grade. A good operator can 
test exetl rapidly, dismissing them by the case in a 
compara . vely short time. Obviously, white-shelled 
eggs carl be tested with more facility than the dark- 
shelled, gwing to their being more transparent. 

Because of the operation of the Federal and State 
pure-foo jlaws, it is of some importance that producers 
fully understand that it is not only bad policy to sell 
ancient bn fruit as fresh, but that it is also unlawful— 
in other words, the law is mandatory that eggs be la- 
beled ac prding to classification and grade. In view 


fully followed out the product will of course answer to 
grade: 

Fresh—Opaque, appearing almost entirely free of 
any contents, sometimes dim outline of yolk visible, air 
cell very small. 

Stale—Outline of yolk plainly visible, sometimes 
muddy in appearance, air cell very large. 

Developed Germ—Dark spot visible, from which ra- 
diate light colored blood vessels. : 

Dead Germ—Dark spot is attached to shell, or red 
ring of blood, visible. 

Rotten—Muddy or very dark in appearance, yolk 
and white mixed, air cell large and sometimes movable. 
Cracked—White lines showing irregularly in shell. 
With the appreach of hot summer weather, it will 
not be amiss for breeders to observe the following sim- 
ple precautionary measures in cultivating, harvesting, 

and shipping a crop of hen fruit to market: 

1. Use hens that prodvce not only goodly numbers 
of eggs, but those of standard size: Leghorns, Ply- 
mouth Rocks, Orpingtons, etc. 

2. Good housing, regular feeding, clean, dry nests. 

3. Gather your crop of hen fruit daily; when the 
weather is 80 degrees and over, twice. 

4. Confine broody hens as soon as they show symp- 
toms. 

5. Reject all doubtful eggs found in a nest that has 
been missed. 

6. Place eggs in a cool plac: 2s soon as gathered. 

7. Avoid moisture coming in c. "tact. 

8. Dispose of young cockerels or segregate from the 
pullets; do the same with cocks and hens out of the 
breeding season. 

9. Sell your cracked and dirty eggs to your own 
household. 

10. Market not less than twice a week and as often 
as possible. 

ll. Keep eggs as cool and dry as possible while in 
transit to market. 

12. Keep eggs away from strong odors and out of 
musty rooms and cellars. a 

13. Use strong and clean cases with perfect fillers. 

14. Get the money. 


Asked and Answered.. 


Mrs. N. M. S., Monrovia, sends the following query: 

“I have the Brown Leghorns, and have several that 
seem tottering on their feet; when they go to feed will 
tip forward, and often sit down to eat. They seem well 
and hearty every other way. Can you give me a rem- 
edy?” 

We should infer from your description of the trou- 
ble with your Brown Leghorns that they are suffering 
from a case of leg weakness, due to a lack of bone-form- 
ing material in their feed, or else to forcing, i.e., a too 
liberal feeding. Discontinue high feeding, but still 
feed well, giving cut bone or bone meal liberally in the 
ration. Make the birds scratch for their grain foods, 
A good balanced ration can be had of any of the poultry- 
supply houses, both for eggs as well as for market 
poultry, at a price cheaper than one can buy the in- 
gredients and then-mix his own feed. 

From Mrs. A. M. R., of Ontario: 

“You give an account of four Rhode Island Reds that 
laid eighty-four eggs during the month of February. I 
have been keeping a book account of four Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks that I bought in January, and I find that 
beginning with February 10 they laid ninety-four eggs 
to March 10. That beats my townswoman’s hens, only 
that the count began ten days later. Please tell me 
which in your opinion is the best record.” 

The record of both the Rhode Island Reds and the 
Plymouth Rocks is excellent, and it would indeed be 
hard to tell which of the two lots contained the better 
layers. The record of a single month must not, how- 
ever, be taken as final in determining the laying capac- 
ity of one or more hens; it should rather cover a whole 
year, as some birds take a spurt at the game for a few 
weeks or months, and then drop off badly. After all, 
it is not always the breed that defines the economic 
value of a bird. Leghorns are rated as one of the 
egg breeds, yet there are many Leghorn hens that are 
not good layers. As between a good strain of Reds and 
Barred Rocks, we confess that in our judgment there 
would be but little choice.

Shipn ents of trees and plants received from without 
the State were heavy. Four carloads, 742 crates of 
trees agd plants were inspected and 37,818 trees in 
bales.

turned @ver to the consignor. under the new quaran- 
tine order Mr. Wood received directly consigned to him 
twenty-four bushels of sour orange seed from Florida, 
averaging about one bushei to the lot, and belonging 
to varios seedsmen in Southern California.

a City and County Law. 


HE new county horticultural act, known as the Cogs- 

well Bill No. 965, and which was signed by the 
Governor March 25, contains a provision that will permit 
San Francisco county to secure a horticultural commis- 
sioner. The clause was inserted at the request of the 
nurserymen and florists of San Francisco, who have 
been unable heretofore to secure the inspection of their 
orders going out from the city. 

The old law provides as follows: “Whenever a peti- 
tion is presented to the Board of Supervisors of any 
county, and signed by twenty-five or more persons, each 
of whom is a resident freeholder and possesser of an 
orchard, the Supervisors shall appoint a horticultural 
commissioner.” After the word county above, add “or | 
county and city,” and after orchard add “or | 
greenhovse or nursery,” and you will have the 
iaw as amended, and which now permits San 
Francisco to establish the office- of horticultu- 
'ral commissioner. This county has no orchards and 
could not qualify under the plain reading of the old 
act. As amended the measure now permits florists and 
nurserymen of any county ‘o join in petitioning for a 

A wild story was circulated ai. over the State ntycd 
the Cogswell bill was pending that it would throw out 


of office all the county horticultural commissioners ap | 
pointed under the law of 1909. It does nothing of the 
kind, and such a result was never thought of by the 


of growers drawing the bill. Most all of the 
ommissioners understand that their tenure is not 
affected in any way, and that they will remain in office 


for the full term of four years from the date of appoint- 
ment. 


Quarantined Potatoes. | 


BOUT the largest single batch of trouble the State 

Quarantine Office has ever endured has now 
reached its climax through the shipment of about a 
dozen carloads of infected potatoes from Nevada. 
These potatoes are being intercepted all over the north 
and the incidents keep the wires warm with questions 
of horticultural law and replies directing that the pota- 
toes be sent out of the State or destroyed, at the op- 
tion of the shippers. 

Over two months ago the first lot of infected pota- 
toes were captured at the Sacramento depot. The po- 
tatoes were badly infested with the eel worm, and the 
lot was sent back to Reno. In a few days the same 
lot, transferred into another car, appeared in Los An- 
gelies in charge of the owner, who stated that he heard 
the State Commissioner of Horticulture was a resi- 
dent of Los Angeles and that no doubt some arrange- 
ment on that account could be made that would let 
the potatoes go on the market. I have not heard that 
any such arrangements were made. : 

Since the first car was received these tainted pota- 
toes have been coming right along. Two carloads 
were intercepted at San Francisco and sent back. The 
last week of March three carloads were sent to Bishop,

The Tin Can System 


HE interesting account of the Hope Farm man as 

to the “tin can” system of feeding the people in 

Florida encouraged me to tell what has been done 
in other lands to introduce the vegetables of temperate 
climates into the home of the orange and the pineapple. 
A son went out to Formosa five years ago and found 
that vegetables were scarce except in tin cans, and po- 
tatoes that were taken over from Amoy. Being a deter- 
mined youth, not easily daunted, he set about making a 
garden, and being a farmer's son, with a natura! love 
for such things, he has put in seed of all the vegetables 
that grow in the northern home garden, sending here 
for the seed. He has been writing all winter, while we 
are snowbound, of eating green peas fresh from the 


garden in January, of corn and tomatoes, spinach and. 


beets, caulifiower and all the soup vegetables and salads 
so plentiful as to be given away. For the land is rich, 
and everything grows luxuriantly, in a country where 
rice and pineapples and tea are the staples. After a 
visit to the southern part of the island he wrote that 
they had no vegetables there but potatoes and cabbage, 
and I should not be surprised if his example spreads so 
as to do away with the tin-can system to a large extent 
among the foreigners settled there, the natives living 
largely on rice. There are many drawbacks to success,

“Not content with producing the earliest vegetables,

Further, the lilac, of course, needs very careful 
tending. A host of gardeners is at work all the time, 
trimming, snipping, straightening, so that each branch 
may fetch its full price and make a brave show in the 
shop window. Nor does the ingenuity of man (French- 
Man) stop here. The lilac can be colored according (o 
Gemand. if the natural hue, the mauve, is in fashion 
the plants grow in the full light. White is produced by 
Garkening the hothouse. Even variegated lilac can be 
grown by a combination of light and shade. Also, the 
Sowers can be made to blossom whenever they are 
Wanted. There are in that Montrouge establishment
